SCHOOL BOARD NEWS. 


A More Complete Financial system Con- 
sidered Desirable. 


At the meeting of the School Board last 
night a resolution was introduced by 
President Frederick N. Judson while Mr. 
Holmes was in the chair, instructing the Ways 
and Means Committee to consider and report 
upon the suggestions made by the 
last Citizens’ Examining Committee 
as to the advisability of securing 
additional checks on the financial 
administratidn of the board. In other word 
the purport of the resolution was to secure 4 
more complete financial system. This has 
been in consideration for a long time, and 
President Judson considers it very neccssary. 
In his last report he advocated it strongly; not 
wishing to sign checks when, as a matter of 
fact, be had no real knowledge of the 
correctness of the vouchers. In con- 
cluding his remarks on this subject 
President Judson said: ‘‘Bills, vouchers and 
accounts are chiefly intended as safe-guards, 
and safe-guards are of little use if the honesty 
of the officer is necessary to their effective 
ness.“ What means will be devised to carry 
actthe suggestions in the resolution intro- 
duceid by Mr. Judson last hight are 
entirely matter of conjecture. 
One remedy, which was proposed by the 
Citizens’ Examining Committee in 1880 would 
be to establish the office of auditor and have 
that office filled by an election independent of 
the board. :

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No Explanation of Baroness Marie Vecsera’s 
Tragic Bad at the Same Time—Editor 
Stead and the Bismarck Article—Effect

Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 
Loypon, February 13.—We have not got to 


the bottom of the Meyerling tragedy. I donot 
believe in the authenticity of the letters which 
have appeared in the papers as coming from 
Archduke Rudolf and Baroness Marie Vecsera, 
stating their intention to Itve no longer. These 
letters seem to me to be of a piece with all the 
stories told by orders of the Emperor, between 
the occurrence of the tragedy and the funeral 
of Rudolf. Before there was time to concoct 
a good circumstantial account that would 
bold well together the official people blurted 
out that Crown Prince Rudolf had been shot 
benind the earin a diagonal direction, and 
that the coronal part of the skull had been 
carried off by the bullet as it went out of the 
head. Nothing at all was said of the Baron- 
ess Marie Vecsera. We might fancy that it 
was she who discharged the pistol, ifshe had 
not been shot in the back. Both were found 
DEAD ON THE SAME COUCH, 
and there were flowers scattered apon the 
corpse of Marie. Doe not this point toa 
woman’s hand—to that of a maniac, from 
jealousy and to supreme and feminine irony 
in vengeance? The diagonal shot upward also

If there was a murder, 
the murderer or murderess must have known 
the petite maison at Meyerling, with its dogs 
and dom so as to get in without being 
B ED AT OR UNCHALLENGED. 

There were several watch dogs there and 
unchained. Why should Rudolf with his 
great expectations, have taken the suicidal 
lunge, with his imamorata at Vienoa 
where manners and morals are lax, it would 
bave been thought a feather in Marie's cap to 
have made a conquest of him and to have been 
conquered in return. The bypothesis of a 
double murder is everywhere accepted out of 
Engiand. Some imagine that the shots must 
have been fired oy the brother of a young 
Princess, others by a game-keeper; and then 
there isa theory ot an illustrious personage 
havin lain in ambush under the tabie 
until the lovers were asleep. But the curious 
thing is that every one out of England thinks 
it all right that the heir apparent to the dual 
empire should have been shot because he was 
en bonne fortune.

| PERSECUTED AT PANAMA. 


THE BRUTAL TREATMENT OF TWO AMERI- 
CAN PHYSICIANS BY THE AUTHOBITIES, 


Dr. H. J. Purdy ef Seneca Falls and Dr. 
Charles Utter of Auburp, N. X., the Vic- 
tims—The Former Dies of Yellow Fever 
in Prison—Compiaints to the State De. 
partment. N

AuBvuRN, N. I., February 13.—A story was 
told here yesterday giving a history of the 
persecution visited upon two American physi- 
clans at Panama, which ended in the death of 
Dr. H. J. Purdy of Seneca Falls. Dr. Purdy 
had prescribed medicine for a patient in Pan- 
ama who died in two hours, and the sutpori- 
ties arrested Dr. Purdy and his partner, Dr. 
Charies Utter, a former Auburn man, 
and imprisoned them. Dr. Purdy, while 
in prison, was taken ili with yeliow fever and 
died. Dr. Lewis ot this city, a friend of Dr. 
Pardy, has in bis possession letters from Dr. 
Utter and a copy of a letter by Consul General 
Thomas Adamson at Panama, to Mr. Rives, 
Assistant Secretary of State, that give a full 
history of the experience of these two men. 
Consul- General Adamson, who was in- 
structed by the State Department 
to investigate, wrote that he finds 
no evidence that Dr. Purdy’s illness was 
caused by his imprisonment and that on one 


occasion when Dr. Purdy presented a petition 
to be released on bail he deciared that he was 
a British subject. 

DR. UTTER’S LETTER. 

Under date of January 9 Dr. Utter wrote 
from prison a letter to Dr. Lewis of this city, 
giving full details of bis and Dr. Purdy‘s ex- 
perience. The following are extracts from 
this letter: 

Over two years ago Dr. Purdy came here ex- 
pecting to do business with whet is known as 
the American Dredging Co., but could not 
make the necessary arrangements to his satis- 
faction. I had a large practice in Aspinwall 
and Dr. Purdy said he would like to form a co- 
partnership with me. I told bim if he wished 
to he was at liberty todoso. The evening of 
October 9, 1688, he arrived in Paname, but I 
was over in Aspinwall, but got to 
Panama next morning and found Dr. Purdy ia 
the office attending to business. On the lith 
there were three men brought into the office 
in a cart, all suffering from rheumatism and 
blood poisoning. The doctor examined them, 
then asked me toexamine them. He took 
their names and gave them ali the same kind 
of treatment and they went away. On the 
morning of the l4th one of the captains of the 

olice came in and said he hadasick wan 

hat needed ourattendance. The doctor went 
with the police. They took bim to the cala- 
boose; then the same officer

He said Dr. Purdy wanted me. I put on 
my coatand wentat once. Well, the police 
landed me in the calaboose also. They would 
not let me see Dr. Purdy ortaik to any one. 
Well, | was mystified. In the evening the 
took me before the Alcade. When I ask 
him why I was detained he said there were 
charges preferred against us for pojsoning a 
man. Isaw there was a bottle of medicine on 
the Alcade’s desk and they said that the 
medicine was poison,and asked me what 1 
knew about it, so I told them what was in the 
medicine, and also drank a little of the medi- 
cine. After they had taken my evidence, they 
put Dr. Purdy and myself in aroom together 
where we were locked up,

The presiding officer then broke the seal of 
the certiticate from Alabama and handed it to 
Senator Manderson, one of the teliers, who 
read the document, in a clear voice. It was in 
due form and showed that the 
ten electoral votes of Alabama 
had been cast for Cleveland and Thurman. 
The certificate gave in minute detail the pro- 
ceedings of the meeting of the electors in 
Montgomery and contained the ballots cast 
by each elector for President and Vice-Pres- 
ident. It was accompanied by a statement 
from the Governor of Alabame certifying to 
the election of the electors therein named. 
Its reading consumed seventeen minntes. 

The reading having been concluded the pre- 
siding officer said:

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CONVICT J. B. JOHNSON’S COMMUNICATION 
TO THE MISSOURI LEGISLATURE. 


Representative Holland Brings Up the Mat- 
ter in the House But After Some Debate 
It Is Dropped—The Coal Ou Inspection 
Measure—New Ciroult Judges tor Kansas 
City—Legislative Proceedings. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPatcn. . 

JEFFERSON CiTr, Mo., February 18.—Some- 
thing of a sensation was created in the House 
this morning when, at the conclusion of the 
regular morning hour, Tom Holland of Bt. 
Louis took the floor and said: 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the House 
A certain convict in the State Penitentiary has 
furnished the House Committee on Peniten- 
tiary with a valuable communication concern- 
ing the management of tbe inatitation in 
which he is inearcerated. This communica- 
tion is now in the hands of the committee, 
where I believe it should be read in 
executive” session. Now, as I under- 
tand it, the committee has promised 
to stand between the convict and the 
prison autborities and to protect him for mak- 
jog the statement. In view of these facts I 
ask the committee to receive and read the 
communication in executive session.’’ 

Mr. Silver of Cole County said: Mr. Hol- 
land was not present at the meeting of the 
Penitentiary Committee yesterday afternoon 
when the case of this prisoner, J. B. Johnson, 
was under consideration. Johnson has been, 
and is to-day, the most dangerous prisoner in 
the Penitentiary. It has been found necessary 
to keep him in solitary confinement for nearly 
six years. In February, 1883, he set fire to the 
Penitentiary and destroyed over $20,000 worth 
of property. He is little short of a maniac, 
and it isthe only way to keep him in check. 
If be has made charges against the prison 
officials the officiais are at least entitled to 
hear them and to appear before the commit- 
tee ia self-defense.’’ 

A TIMELY POIST OF ORDER.

The corner-stone of the bean building was 
laid on June 26, 1881, by Bishop Robertson, in 
the presence of a great pumber of people. 
The cost of the building was $43,000. It was 
completed and ready for — — on May 
28, 1882.“ Through the generosity of Mrs. Liu - 
dell, the trustees in November, 184, were 
enabled to erect a $10,000 chapel. The 
sisters established ga semina soon after 
they came here in the old Campbell mansion, 
on Seventeenth and Washington avenue, now 
known as the Montesano Hotel. Since then 
they occupied the old Thomas residence, near 
Lafayette Park, and are at present quartered 
at the old Eads mansion, 1 South 
Compton avenue. This builaing they 
own, it having been purchased for them by a 
generous admirer. Their school has been 
very successful and their desire to give it 
more attention was, as stated above, the prin- 
cipal reason for their surrendering charge of 
St. Luke’s Hospital.

It is now understood that Senator 
Sam M of Howard Connty, who had the 
Dill in ch , has changed his mind about the 
advisability of introducing it and will pursue 
a different course in order to bring about the 
changes in the law, which are con- 
templated in this particular measure. 
Instead of bringing in a separate bill to in- 
crease the license to $4,000 a year, Senator 
Major will, it is reported, endeavor to amend 
one of the high license bills already in the 
Senate so as to fix the license at that figure. 
Some ofthe friends of high license, who be- 
lieve that to put the license at Senator Major’s 
figure will endanger the chances of its pas- 
sage, have tried to dissuade him from his in- 
tention toamend one of their bilis; but it is 
said the Senator insists on $4,000 as the amount 
of the license. 

Within the next few days the high license 
Senators and Representatives will hold a 
meeting and discuss the situation. They will 
agree upon any amendments to the Deering 
bill which they may think will strengthen its 
chances of passage without altering to any 
great extent its general provisions. There is 
one thing certain, no amendments will be 
agreed to in the conference which will de- 
crease the amount ($3,000) fixed for the license 
for dramshops. The disposition of the friends 


of the bill is rather to increase than decrease 
this figure. As has already been stated in the 
Post-DIsPaTcH the fighton high license will 
come in the Senate and not in the House. 


The Judici Committies of the Senate and 
House met in joint session this afternoon and 
carried Senator Sparks’ bill providing for the 
adoption in this State of what is known as the 
Australian system of voting or secret ballot- 
ing. Mr.Champ Clark, the Representative 
from Pike County, who has introduced 
a similar measure in the lower branch 
of the General Assembly, made a

bill. e was followed by H. Martin Williams, 
who also advocated its adoption. Aé pre- 
dicted in the PosT-DISPATCH last week the 
Senate Committee will certairly report the 
Sparks bill favorably, while the House Com- 
mittee will do the same for the bil) introduced 
by Champ Clark. Both bills are exactly the 
same and the passage of one or the other is 
on a question of time. Even Senator 
Ketcham of St. Louis has withdrawn his oppo- 
sition to the Sparks billand will vote for its 
adoption.

A QUARREL OF NEIGHBORS. 


Fences Built to Shut Off Mrs. Donnelly’s

So bitter did the quarrel 
become that when Mrs. Donnelly’s house 
was burned the neighbors were c sed 
with having a hand the firing, and when 
Mrs. nelly lost cows in succession 
there were charges of poison. Only a few 
days ago Glazer wasin the Courtof Criminal 
Correction charged with some offense against 
Mrs. Donnelly. He had been fined in the 
Police Court, appealed and won the case be- 
fore Judge Noonan. 

The court contests between the parties have 
not lessened their intense bitterness 
toward each other, and a few days 
ago Mrs. Donnelly received acomic valentine,

s to the rule tobe observe d in future in 
dealing with gambling houses, I find 
nothing in the decision of the Court of Cor- 
rection in the above case that makes any 
change in the situation. The organic act 
verning the St. Louis Police Board provides 
OS axprens terms that the board shall see that 
all laws relating to gamblers aregenforced. 
Under the terms of the act of March 
„ 1881, it is a felony to set up or 
keep any table or gambling device adapt- 
ed, devised and designed for the purpose of 
playing any game of chance for money or 
property, and to induce, entice or permit any 
person to bet or — at or upon any such 
gambling table or device, and it is the duty ot 
a police officer, if he has reasonable ground 
for suspicion that a felony is being committed, 
break into any premises and arrest the 
offenders. The offense of keeping a gsm- 
bling table stahds on the same footing 
as all felonies. The general theory with 
reference to arrests in cases of felony is 
that doors may be broken open to arrest one 
who has committed or is in the act of commit- 
ting afelony, and this may be done without 
a warrant. The provisions of the police law 
ofst. Louis authorizing the seizure and de- 
struction of gambling tables and gambling de- 
vices are held to be void bythe Supreme 
Court, in Lowry vs. Rainwater (70 Mo., 182),

A Mammoth Stake to Be Runin the East 
Next June.

That the Brooklyn and Suburban handicaps 
should monopolize the race-going puhlic’s at- 
tention is but natural in view of the many in- 
fluences that add, to the general interest in 
the final result. The ante-post betting on 
both events materially aid them, as do also 
the thousand and one rumors floated during 
the spring months of the great chances that 


at least half of those accepted have 
of winnhing. This year there is 
another event in the Coney Island Jockey 
Club’s programme for the meeting next 
June that will command attention as the 
season advances. It is the Realization Sta kes, 
for 3-year-olds,w hich will be worth nearly forty 
thousand dollars, including $10,000 added by 
the club. It is by long odds the richest 3-year- 
old stake ever rup forin this country, and as 
the distance is a mile and five furlongs it will 
take a good horse to winit. The conditions 
for starters are $250 each, all of which will go 
to the owners of the second and third horses 
in the proportion of two-thirds tothe second 
and one-third to the third. And as the second 
gets $2,000 andthe third $1,000 of the added 
money, it will be seen that with ten starters 
the secong money will amount to $3,666 and 
the third to $1,833. The weights to be carried 
are 122 pounds for colts and 119 pounds for 
fillies and geidings, with an allowance of 4 
pounds to non- winners of a race of the value 
of $5,000, of 7 pounds for non-winners of 
$3,000 and 10 pounds for non-winners of $1,000. 
Handicaps and selling races not count- 
ing. The produce of mares or stallions 
which had not produced a winner prior 
to January 1, 1886, to be allowed 3 Ibs. addition- 
al;if both 5 lbs. It will thus be seen that the win- 
ners of the great two-year old races that are 
eligible to start forthe Realization will have 
to carly 122 'bs., with the possibility of meet- 
ing good colts and fillies that may have been 
saved at a difference of 10 ibs.
